Of  these  three  pictures  mentioned  by  the  artist,  the 
first  was  bequeathed  by  Colonel  William  Burns,  the  son 
of  the  Poet,  to  the  National  Gallery  of  Scotland.  The 
second,  painted  for  Mr.  George  Thomson,  of  Edinburgh, 
is  now  in  the  National  Portrait  Galleiy,  London,  having 
been  presented  in  1858  by  John  Dillon,  Esq.  The  present 
picture  is  therefore  the  only  authentic  portrait  of  Burns 
by  Alexander  Nasmyth  which  can  ever  come  into  the 
market 

Mrs.  Cathcart  was  a  pupil  of  Alex.  Nasmyth,  and  after 
her  marriage  with  Mr.  Elias  Cathcart  of  Auchendrane,  she 
persuaded  her  husband  to  purchase  this  picture  from  the 
artist,  which  she  had  so  often  admired  in  his  studio
